They 
ate more food during the month 
of March than the people in any 
one of :the following counties: 
Cheboygan, . Emmet, 
Otsego and Kalkaska. 

During March, Charlevoix 
county was number one in food 
sales in ‘Northern Michigan. 


Cheboygan county was second 


and Emmet county third.

Thats’' a twist-a-roo hard to 
figure. For there are 3,000 
more people in Emmet county 


.than in Charlevoix -county. “Yet 


Charlevoix people paid $2,650 
more for food during March 


than the people of Emmet 
county. 
That’s figured from _ state 


sales tax collections for March. 
Charlevoix county turned in 
$9,768 in food sales tax, whiie 
Emmet turned. in $8,973. 
These sales tax returns were 
for 332 dealers in Charlevoix 
county: and 393 in Emmet 
county.

Emmet county is always way 
ahead of Charlevoix in other 
sales, however. They are au- 
tomotive, apparel, building, 
lumber and hardware, furniture 


general merchandise, special- 
ty and miscellaneous retail 
items. ; 


This is something of a mys- 
tery and a clue to this mysteri- 
ous business may be shown in 
the sale of non-retail items. For 
there again, Charlevoix county 
is ahead of Emmet. The state 
collected $1,703 more in 3 per- 
cént non-retail sales tax for 
Charlevoix county than Emmet.

The question is: If Charle- 
voix county residents buy more 
food and more non-retail items 
than the people of Emmet, how 
come they don’t purchase more 
other retail items than our good 
friends to the north of us. 

The answer seems to be that 
they do! But we could be 
wrong. However, the people of 


Charlevoix county must spend. 


as much or more money annu- 
ally than the people of Emmet. 
That’s what these figures 
point to, But our residents are 
not spending it all in Charle- 
voix county.

They are buying their food 
and non-retail items at home. 
Official figures show this. 
Much of the rest of their mon- 
ey finds its way to dealers out- 
side the county. 

It is. plain that food is 
most important item in our 
daily living. And it is a good 
basis upon which to judge the 
wealth of the people in a given 
area. 

And when the people of Char- 
levoix county spend more for 
food than any. other county in 
the north, it follows that Char- 
levoix county is as financially 
well off or maybe more so than 
the residents of _ these other

produced flour and ground feed 
from Northern Michigan farms, 
has closed its operations. 

Selling of the Central Lake 
branch of the Argo Milling 
Company to “Buck” Austin, 
who operates a sawmill south of 
Central Lake, ended the busin- 
ess recently. 


Argo Milling Company mills 
operated for many years in 


East Jordan, Charlevoix and 
Central Lake. ie 
Organized by the Swinton 


family, of Charlevoix right af- 
ter the turn of the century, the 
mills produced the famous Iron 
Duke and White Rose brands of 
flour.

Bowman Opens 


‘Used Car Lot 


On West Side 


Bright lights have come to 
the West Side with the official 
opening of Bowman’s Used Car 
Lot at the corner of Bridge and 
Water streets 


“Bo” Bowman of Charlevoix, 
who has other lots in that city 
and at Mancelona, said this 
week, he will have 15 to 20 us- 
ed cars on the new lot at all 
times. 

The land was leased from Art 
Rouse of Boyne City and de- 
veloped for the used car lot. 
Bowman said 350 loads of gra- 
vel were used to fill in the 
corner area and that 20 trees 
had to be removed. Eventually 
the area will be blacktopped. 

A modern 12x16 foot office 
building has been constructed 
on the lot, where Bowman him- 
self will be located. He has 
been in the used car business 
for one and a half years. 

These cars, which carry a 
guarantee, will be serviced at 
the firm’s body shop and gar- 
age in Charlevoix. 

Bowman has six car salesmen 
including Coach Del Terrill of 
Charlevoix, and Jim Bowman, 
a son, who is a member of- the 
varsity football squad at Uni- 
versity of Michigan.

THROUGH ITS combination 
of three mills the company 


turned out an estimated 45,000 
barrels of flour per year. 


The company began- with the 
purchase of the Rifenberg mill 
at Charlevoix. Work on the 
company’s East Jordan branch 
began in 1903 with John Mon- 
roe driving piles for foundation 
in that year. In September of 
that year the local mill receiv- 
ed its first consignment of ma- 
chinery. 


The .company purchased the 
Central Lake mill from the 
Wallbrechts in 1918 and contin- 
ued producing flour until 1935. 


The East Jordan mill was 
sold to the East Jordan Coop- 
erative Company in 1921 and 
since has been used for grind- 
ing and feed storage. It is one 
of the largest buildings in East 
Jordan today. 


The Charlevoix branch’ stopp- 
ed milling operations in 1922 
and the building was recently 
remodeled for a restaurant— 
famous Weathervane, owned by 
Earl Young,’ Charlevoix Real 
Estate broker. 

All three mills remain land- 
marks in the communities as 
the company completes 50 
years of. economic contribution 
to Northern Michigan.

Biggest Northern Michigan strawberry plantings are 
around Traverse City and Cheboygan. Michigan’s total acreage is 
largest east of the Pacific coast among late producing states. 


THOSE “HDA” signs around Northern Michigan mean that . 


the areas are “health department approved.” Although the sign 
doesn’t mean the resort or motel is the last word in modern con-

LAWYERS SAID CLAIM VALID 


North State Indians Asked 
$200,000,000 From U.S. Gov. 


How much are Lake Michigan’s islands worth? Back in 1918, 
five hundred Ottawa and Chippewa Indians were asking the U.S. 
government for two hundred million dollars for taking them 


away. 


These islands included the North and South Manitous; North 
and South Fox; Beaver Island with its cluster of lesser islands; 


Mackinac Island and Bois Blane. 


An attorney spent two years 


preparing a claim to file for 
the Indians. 


Indians claiming the land 
resided at Charlevoix, Petos- 
key, Mackinaw City and Sault 
Ste. Marie. 


The Indians were trying hard 
to get the money because a 
little earlier the government 
had paid some tribes $200,000 
on a similar claim. 


The claim involving the is- 
lands was the largest made by 
the Indians against the govern- 
ment. 


The claim hinged upon the 
interpretation of the treaty of 
1838, etween the government 
and 12 tribes, including the 
Northern Michigan Ottawas 
and Chippewas. 


It was supposed under the 
terms of the treaty that the red 


‘man had signed away all rights 


to land where South Chicago is ~ 
now located, to all the Great 
Lakes islands and to unrestrict- 
ed fishing rights in lake waters, 
ae well as other property of en- 
ormous value in Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Illinois. 


But it was claimed that 
through faulty wording of the 
treaty. and through oversight, 
the islands were not included in 
the treaty. 


In 1913, through the U. S. 
Court of claims: the Indians 
were attempting to obtain the 
money for the property of 
which they had been deprived 
for two generations. ; 


The News-Herald has no in- 
formation showing that the gov- 
ernment paid $200,000,000 for 
these islands. 


Several attorneys working 
on the claim said it was the 
most gigantic claim ever enter- 
ed against public domain by 
Indians. But they also said the 
claim was valid. 


Gradual disbanding of the 
tribes posed a problem. It was 
necessary to locate all direct 
descendents of the. chiefs of the 
tribes named in the claim-a big 
job. But it was done. 


The Indians’ attorneys in pre- 
senting their huge.claim against 
the United States called atten- 
tion to the fact that the depriv- 
ation of the Indians of their. 
fish rights took from them their 
principal food—fish. 


And since they couldn’t get 
their main food, they wanted 
the money, —$200,000,000.

Yes, Ironton had its day! 

The 800 men were housed in 
company-built dwellings arrang- 
ed in orderly streets west and 
north of the plant. 

The firm owned timber on 
most of the great stands of hard- 
wood along the south shore of 
Lake Charlevoix. 

The iron from Ironton was 
recognized on the market as one 
of superior quality and the firm 
boasted of that fact. 

i * * * 

THE COMPANY was organiz- 
ed and financed by Robert Cher- 
rie 76 years ago. For 15 years 
the boys whooped it up at Iron- 
ton. 

The furnaces were sputtering, 
the mills were singing the boats 
were puffing’ and the railroad 
train clicked ’em off on the way 
to Charlevoix. 

And then it happened! After 
15 years of top rate production 
United States nose dived into a 
panic. It was the slump of 1893 
—sixty-one years -ago. 

The price of pig-iron was 
slashed over night. The huge 
Ironton operation was scuttled 
in short order. Eight hundred 
men were out of work. 

* oe * 

ROBERT Cherrie’s Pine Lake 
Tron Company fell into the hands 
of a receiver. . 

The plant was wrecked and 
salvaged. The workmen’s houses 
were torn down. And all Ironton 
settled down to do what it could 
to survive. 

Today, 61 years later, the com- 
munity is one of the finest re- 
sort and fishing areas in all of 
Northern Michigan. Quiet, 
peaceful and pleasant, it re- 
tains few landmarks to remind 
one of the roaring days when 
iron was king at Ironton.

SECTION 2. In consideration 
of the rights, power and authority 
herey granted, all of which shall 
vest in the Grantee for a period 
of thirty (30) years as aforesaid, 
said Grantee shall faithfully per- 
form all things required by the 
terms hereof, and such perform- 
ance by the Grantee shall be in 
lieu of all license fees, rentals or 
charges of every name and nature, 
except property taxes, which the

SECTION 3. All of Grantee’s 
towers, masts and poles shall be 
neat and sightly, and so placed on 
either side of the highways, 
streets, alleys and bridges as not 
to unnecessarily interfere with the 
use thereof for highway, street 
and alley purposes. All of Gran- 
tee’s wires carrying electricity 
shall be securely fastened so as 
not to endanger or injure persons 
or property in said highways, 
streets and alleys. All work per- 
formed by said Grantee in said 
highways, streets and alleys shall 
be done so as not to interfere 
with the use thereof, and when 
completed, the same shall be left 
in as good condition as when work 


was commenced. The Grantee 
shall have the right to trim trees 


if necessary in the conducting of_ 


such business, subject, however, 
to the supervision of the highway 
authorities. ‘ 


SECTION 4. Said Grantee sha!l 
at all times keep and save the 
Township free and harmless from 
all loss, costs and expense to which 
it may be subject by reason of the 
negligent construction and main- 
tainance of the structures hereby 
authorized. In case any action is 
commenced against the Township 
on account ofthe permission here- 
in granted, said Grantee shall, up- 
on notice, defend the Township 
and save it free and harmless from 
all loss, cost and damage arising 
out of such negligent construction 
and maintenance. 


SECTION 5. Said Grantee shail 
be entitled to charge the inhabit- 
ants of said Townshin for electric 
energy furnished therein, the rates, 
including minimum charges, . as 
approved by the Michigan Public 
Service Commission, to which 
Commission or its successors au- 
thority and jurisdiction to fix and 
regulate electric rates and rules 
regulating such service in said 
Township, are hereby granted for 
the term of this franchise. Such 
rates and rules shall be 
to review and change at any time 
upon petition therefor being made 
by either said Township, acting 
by its Township Board or by said 
Grantee. 


SECTION 6. The rights, power 
and authority herein granted,, are 
not exclusive. 


SECTION 7. This ordinance 
shall cease and be of no effect 
after thirty days from its adop- 
tion, unless within said period the

Clerk, subject to confirmation of 
the grant: hereof by at least a ma- 
jority of the electors of said Town- 
ship voting thereon at a regular 
or special township election to be 
held in the manner provided by 
law.

Warned Of 


License Law 


Ts your boat more than 16 feet 
long? If so you must pay for a 
boat license. They are available 
at the county clerk’s office at 
Charlevoix. 


If you ignore this new state 


‘law which went into effect on 


Monday, you are subject to. a 
$100 fine. 

The only boats exempt from 
this new law are those less than 
16 feet long or which are at all 
times propelled solely by mus- 


cular power. 


That means a rowboat more 
than 16 feet long must be licen- 
sed if you attach an outboard 


‘ motor. 


The warning was made © this 
week by the Michigan State Wa- 
terways Commission and will be 
strictly enforced.
